A large congregation assembled at 


the Baptist church Sunday evening 
and listened to an abie sermon bv Rev " 
Mr. Ebersole, the pastor, He had an- 
nounced as bis subject -The appetite 
of tbe soul," and bis text, taken from 
Exodus xii, 4, -Every man according 
to his eating" gave onlv an inkling of 
the plain truths lie forcibly and elo- 
quently put forth. Tbe sermon cre- 
ated a sensation. 


Rev. Mr. Ebersole said in part: 
"Man is a duaiitr. He has asoui and 


a body. The soul a» well as the bodv 
seeks and needs food. 
The menta'i 


and spiritual ruan is far more import- 
ant than tbe physical man. 
It is the 


soul that differences man from the 
orute. He ubo gives more attention 
.o food for the body than to food for 
the soul 
thereby confesses himself 
more brute than man. 


The text implies two principles, 
st, tbe appetite selects food ac- 


cording to its liking and thus reveals 
tbe nature at.d character of the eater. 
We do not ace use a dog with stealing 
vegetables from a garden. 
A prize- 
fighter does not atrend the class 
meeting. He craves different food. 


"A second principle is that tbe food 


we eat reacts on the appetite and 
character and strengthens and con- 
firms them. 
-Tell me wbat vou eat 


and I will tell you what you are.: is 
especially true in tbe mental and 
spiritual reaiin- The things which we 
see. hear, learn and ponder, become 
our mental furniture, our stock in 
trade. Tney determine our character 
and strengthen and incite tbe 
tite to crave stil! more of the same 
food. 


"The Bible constant!v recognizes 
these principles. Je=us said: -Where- 
soever the carcass is. there wili the 
eagles be gathered together.' The 
word for 'eagies'bere refers to carrion 
eating vultures or buzzards. 


Kecently the social and moral at- 


mospnere or so-called -good s-jcietv' in 
Joshocton became contaminated with 
a carrion.
